Washington County Loads the Move- 


ment in Western Pennsylvania. 


No county in the western part of the 


Stule 1ms dono so much to advance 
road 
improvement 
an 
"Washington, 


says (.ho Philadelphia Pi-ess. For many 
years the authorities of-the county 
have been agitating for good roads, 
and the Republican platform every 
year slnco 1H02 hils declared lor them. 


These havo had'their effect. At. the 


eliictlon last month each it the • U3 
townships in Washington coi nty voted 
on the question of abolishing the sys- 
tem of working out road taxes, an:l in 
22 of them the voters have abolished 
It. The others still need some mission- 
ary work, and will got it no doubt. 
The proportion oC townships which 
have voted for a cash road tax Is very 
significant. It is just about a reverse 
of the proportion In the average of 
counties through the Interior of the 
State, though in some counties every 
township voted to continue the work 
system. 


What Washington has Just dono is 


merely supplementary to the 
good 


work it has done for ten years. 
It Is 


one of the few counties, possibly the 
only except Allegheny, which has tak- 
en advantage of the act of 1835. It 
has a population of but 92,000, but u 
has issued $100,0i/0 of county road 
bonds, and the Commissioners will Is- 
sue JS5.000 more within a month. Bo- 
sides the roads already built by the 
county or now under construction, the 
Grand Jury has approved additional 
petitions for roads which will cost 
$U-10,000. The advantage of the net of 
1805 for the farmers is that the cost 
of good roads falls uniformly on all 
property which Is taxable for county 
purposes. 


The enterprising conditions in Wash- 


ington county aro largely due t:o per- 
sistent advocacy under a leadership 
that has had public confidence. Con- 
gressman Acheson is entitled to no 
small share of the credit for the Kood 
roads spirit so earnestly dlsplayoil by 
the people.
